- THo English Government from 
the very outset was probably more 
r friendly to ours than were those of 
the Continent. When war actual¬

Dewey’s victory 
at Manila affected the internation- 
ly a! situation very greatly. The 
>r Continental nations were jealous 
of the United States and sympa- 
i* thetic toward Spain. England, on 
>e the other hand, went so far in 
friendliness to the United States 
“ as perhaps to be somewhat care¬ 
less about the obligations of neu- 
= trality. England was much worri- { 
] ed over the question of the “open j 
t door” in China. Germany, Russia, 
and Prance were aggressive in 
their Chinese policies, and Eng¬ 
land felt her own interests to be in 
j some jeopardy. American inter- 
1 eats in China, like those of Eng¬ 
land, were regarded as commer¬ 
cial rather than territorial. Ger- 
: many was hoping to buy the 
1 Philippines from Spain in case the. 
United States should not retain 
the group, and England was bring¬ 
ing to bear every possible influence 
to keep Germany out and to per¬ 
suade the United States that it 
was the duty of our Government 
to retain the archipelago. In all 
sorts of ways we were made to ' 
feel the friendliness of England, 
and in many ways were given 
evidence of the lack of sympathy 
of the Continental peoples and 
governments.

War Fought Over Again.

One of the touching references 
miulo by the general during tho 
evening was to Stonewall Jackson, 
with whom he was person ally ac 
quainted. On the mention of the 
name of the great Confederate the 
audience applauded wildly, and 
General Gordon continued : “His 
life will never go out. Its light 
will burn on forever, His charac¬ 
ter was that of a Christian man, 
wherever he went, aud was with¬ 
out a blemish.” 

“The most desperate fight of the 
war, and indeed, of any war that 
was ever fought in the world's 
history,” said General Gordon, 
“was that of Spottsylvania. N ever 
was there such a display of person¬ 
al heroism, of tho willingness to 
die, of absolute daring, as on that 
day, by both the boys in blue and 
gray” ; ^ ( 

Of Robert E. Lee he spoke with 
tender accent. He said: “In my 
judgment no grander citizen ever 
adorned private life and no greater 
chieftain ever rode to battle on 
waves of fire than did Robert E. 
Lee of Virgina, The deathless de¬ 
votion of his men to him ha 
no parallel in the history of the 
world.” 

Continuing on the story of the 
fight at Spottsylvania, he said 
“The miles of ditches were full of 
men, living aud dying, upon whose 
bodies, piled dozens high, the re¬ 
maining men in gray stood and 
battled for twenty hours against 
the Union army’s terrible assaults. 
I challenge the proud phalanxes 
of Cyrus and Alexander, the ten 
legions of Caesar, the old guard of 
Napoleon to equal the heroism of 
the American boys of-’61 to ’65.” 

One of the most touching fea¬ 
tures of the lecture was the picture 
which General Gordon drew of the 
last two days of the Confederacy. 
On the last night General Lee call¬ 
ed a conference of his commanders, 
in the woods near' Appomattox, 
before his own bivouac fire, ana 
sadly and slowly they passed the 
night in careful planning. The 
surrender of Lee and the confer¬ 
ence in the brick Court House at 
Appomattox, where Grant and Lee 


r 


conferred, were also narrated. Gen¬ 


eral Gordon was present at this 
also, and in connection with his 
remarks on the surrender paid a 
feeling tribute to the memory of 
Grant, who came to the surrender 
wearing a simple private’s uniform 
and with not a mark on his person 
and not a word but kindness and 
generosity for his defeated foe. 

At 7,30 o’clock last evening, be¬ 
fore the lecture of General Gordon 
in the Alhambra began, he was 
tendered an informal reception by 
the members of the patriotic socie¬ 
ties upon the stage of 'the Alham¬ 
bra. Members of Root Post, G. A. 
R., of the Woman’s Relief Corps 
Lilly Post, G. A. R., and the Sons 
of Veterans were present at the 
lecture in large numbers. Gener¬ 
al Gordon while in the city was the 
guest of Colonel Tracy.
